Regarding claims 1-7, 15-25, 29-35 and 39-51, the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination, does not teach or suggest an image scanning method for a scanner, comprising: 
calculating a calibration parameter responsive to determining that the calibration parameter is not 
stored in memory; using an image capturing element to perform image capturing on a scanning 
object; calibrating the captured image using the calibration parameter; and completing image 
scanning for the object and repeating the using an image capturing element for a subsequent 
scanning object without further calculating. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
